Claim 16 has been canceled above, making moot the Rule 75 objection of same. 

Claim 1 has been amended to obviate the Section 112, first paragraph, rejection 
of claim 1 . Reconsideration and withdrawal of the Section 112, first paragraph, rejection 
of claim 1 are requested. 

The above amendments are submitted to obviate the Section 112, second 
paragraph, rejection of claims 1-12 and withdrawal of the Section 112, second 
paragraph, rejection is requested. 

The Section 102 rejection of Claims 1 , 6 and 12 over Suares (U.S. Patent No. 
5,61 2,044), is obviated by the above amendments. The claims are submitted to be 
patentable over the cited patent. The applicants submit that the Examiner's 
interpretation of "as a function of the characteristics of the localized area" is in 
contradiction with the definition provided in the specification at, for example, page 3, 
lines 2-10. Clarification of the Examiner's position is requested in the event the rejection 
is maintained. Withdrawal of the Section 102 rejection of claims 1 , 6 and 12 over 
Suares is requested. 

The Section 102 rejection of claims 1 , 2, 5 and 7-16 and Section 103 rejection of 
claims 3, 4 and 6 over Weber (U.S. Patent No. 6,341 ,831), are obviated by the above 
amendments. The applicants believe that the cited art does not teach or suggest, for 
example, the selection of a coloration or makeup design image taking into account the 
characteristics of the part to be treated, as presently claimed. Withdrawal of the Section
